The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6, 
7, 10, 15, 16 and 21 are allowable because prior art of record fails to disclose or teach 
or suggest the recited phase change temperature in a range above zero degree Celsius 
and below 3.8 degrees Celsius (see claims 1, 6, 7, 10 and 21); mole fraction is chosen 
according to approximate equation, desired temperature = 3.8 * mole fraction of 
deuterium oxide (see claim 15); the mole fraction of deuterium oxide is chosen so that 
the phase change temperature of the material is the desired temperature (between 
approximately zero degree Celsius and four degree Celsius, see claim 1 6). .
